1092" meeting. April 25, 2007August Saint-Gaudens Whalen 
(reviewed by Herb Miles) 

Whalen gave the Society a very graceful presentation on Augustus 
St Gaudens, whose name may actually be Augustus Saint-Gaudens, 
that is, a hyphenated last name contrary to all I have ever seen! 

As an adjunct to his slides, Whalen exhibited two gold sets, one of 
coins designed by St-Gaudens and the other of coins designed by Bela 
Lyon Pratt. St Gaudens, though born in Ireland around 1848, was not 
of Irish extraction, but probably of French descent, though his parents 
had emigrated to Ireland for reasons unknown to us. 

He exhibited an artistic talent at an early age and studied in France 
under Rodin, among others. Coming to the United States, he 
established studios in New York and New Hampshire. 

Some of his well known sculptures are the Sherman Monument 
honoring Civil War General William Tecumseh Sherman, the Shaw 
Memorial featuring the Massachusetts 54” Regiment of Black soldiers 
commanded by Bostonian Shaw, and the Adams Memorial honoring 
the grandson of John Quincy Adams 

These grand scale and superbly lifelike sculptures capture St. 
Gaudens’ ability to portray strength, grief, honor, and victory. Victory 
personified leads General Sherman and apparently was used as the 
figure on the $20 gold piece designed at the insistence of President 
Theodore Roosevelt. An interesting sidebar to the model for Victory i 
that it probably was a black woman who posed and is therefore 


portrayed prominently on the Sherman Monument and on the $20 gold 
piece, Hetty Anderson of South Carolina! 


SHOW & TELL 

Federico brought a fake, dubious, spurious, and not altogether real 
1917 50 Centimos from Costa Rica, a coin of which there are only 10 
known real examples. Federico explained his eBay purchase and how 
he acquired the piece from a seller who was appalled that the coin was 
fake and offered it to him for whatever he would pay! 50 Centimos as 
payment sounds about right to me. 

Whalen, the Speaker for the night, exhibited his St. Gaudens’ $20 
gold piece and several other gold pieces he brought to share. 

Michael Wehner brought his own St. Gaudens $20 gold piece to 
share, a 1924 D in Mint State 64! 

Gordon Donnell brought some medals to share with the 
membership; two Cable Car pieces featuring “I left my heart in San 
Francisco,” a song made famous by Tony Bennett, and 2 Vallejo 
Numismatic Society medals with the old Carquinez Bridge portrayed. 

Mark Wm. Clark, just back from surgery on a foot, exhibited the 
first coin issued by modern day Israel, a 1948 aluminum 25 Prutot 
which was actually made out of scrap metal in a machine shop instead 
of a mint, a 2 reales Central American counterfeit or altered coin, and 
an 1847 slave sale document from Havana, Cuba. 

Herb Miles exhibited some insurance packaging from the 
Prudential Insurance Company that contained a new Washington dollar 
coin as part of the advertising campaign.
